Finns Appear 
First Time on 
Kalinin Front 


KUIBYSHEV, Russia, April 23. 
(/)—Finnish troops appeared for 
the first time today on the Ka- 
linin front, in. the broad area 
northwest .of Moscow, participat- 
ing in local but nonetheless fierce 
combats as both the Russian de- 
fenders and the Axis invaders 
piled up reserves for the expect- 
ed gigantic conflict of spring and 
early summer, 

The hotly fought local actions 
were repeated on many sectors. 
The Communist party paper Prav- 
da said the invaders were launch- 
ing numerous counterattacks but 
that all had failed. 

These feeler thrusts came as an 
official Soviet spokesman said 
nine-tenths of the whole German 
army was on the Russian front 
and that Adolf Hitler had called 
up 1,900,000 reserves but that the 
Red army is moving up men to 
meet this immense threat. 

Strength Undisclosed. 

(How or in what strength 
the Finns got to the Kalinin 
front was not disclosed. At 
latest reports, they were en- 
gaged in furious battle with 
the Russians on the Svir river 
front in the north, with both 
sides claiming. success.) 

Constant skirmishing, some of 
it violent, continued on the vast 
quagmire, of the front, but there 
was yet no sign of a German 
spring offensive and Red army 
dispatches laid stress on the fact 
that no major action was being 
joined. 

Russian reports did say, how- 
ever, that aerial activity was 
mounting sharply in several sec-

On Low Flying 


State Supreme Court 
Reverses Ruling of 
Fulton Judge. 


Low flying in the immediate 
neighborhood of the municipal 
airport may be a cause for action, 
the Georgia supreme court ruled 


esterday. 

The ruling reversed the deci- 
sion of Fulton Superior Judge 
John D, Humphries, who had sws- 
tained a demurrer brought by the 
city of Atlanta, owners of the 
municipal airport, and the 18 air- 
plane companies operating there 
at the time the suit was brought 
by A. C. Kersey, whose property 
adjoins the airport. 

In his petition, Kersey claimed 
that dust, kicked up by airplanes 
landing and taking off from the 
partially unpaved runways, had 
caused a reduction in the value of 
his property from $3,600 in 1923

WASHINGTON, April 23.—(P) 
H. H. J. Lovink, an official of the 
Netherlands East Indies, said to- 
day that the bombing of Japan 
undoubtedly was a great psycho- 
logical blow to the Japanese who 
believe their soil is sacred. 

Lovink, chief of the division of 
East Asia Affairs of the N. E. I. 
government, made the statement 
at a press conference held with 
Hubertus J. Van Mook, the lieu- 
tenant governor general of the 
Netherlands East Indies. 

While the Tokyo radio reported 
widespread air raids last Satur- 
day, no announcement has yet 
been made by Washington. 

“The psychological effect will be 
great,” Lovink said. “The Japa- 
nese believe their soil is sacred 
and should be protected against 
the enemy. If the life of their 
Emperor is endangered it may 
prove to be the first pin prick, 
the first doubt, that Japan is in- 
vincible.” 

Van Mook, who plans to depart 
soon for London, left Java at the 


behest of the governor general, in 
order to carry on the war against 
the invader by gathering together 
all the economic forces possible, 
and also ships and men. He has

U. S. Custom of Pleasure 
Trips To See 
Changes. 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY. 

The famous old southern custom 
of having guests come to spend 
the weekend and stay 30 years 
may soon be revived to a consid- 
erably milder extent, if the gaso- 
line rationing program goes 
through. 

There are few out-of-town 
jaunts that Atlantans can take and 
get back home on a week’s allot- 
ment of gasoline—assuming that 
Uncle Sam goes light on the aver- 
age motorist and permits him to 
have five gallons of gasoline a 
week instead of the more drastic 
two and a half. 

If Johnny wants to visit Mary 
at Athens, for instance, he may 
have to run up this week and 


wait around until next week when | 
his next five gallons of gas comes | 
through. 

Trips Outlined. 


That can be true of a lot of. 
places, as Tom Lewis, night man- 
ager of the Atlanta Motor Club, 
demonstrated yesterday with a big | 
map of Georgia. 

Assuming that nearly every 
driver gets 15 miles to the gallon 
of gas; permitting him to drive 75 
miles a week, the motor club 
worked out the following pleasure 
trips for motoring Atlantans: 

Going north toward Chattanooga

There are indications that the Axis powers, 
Germany and Japan, will launch a new peace 
offensive before long. In the present status of 
the war there is no slightest likelihood of any 
responsible leaders in any of the United Nations 
giving such a move any attention whatsoever. 
It should be, and probably will be, treated in 
the same way General Wainwright in the 
Philippines treated Japanese demands that he 
surrender. “No answer was sent as none was 
required.” 

Germany would like nothing better than to 
make peace at this time, provided even an 
approximate status quo in Europe could be 
maintained. That would leave her with her 
European conquests, with all the resources in 
material, productive capacity and manpower 
of the oecupied countries. It would place her 
in ideal position for consolidation of her gains 
and for the forcing of the captive peoples into 
her machine for future wars. It would mean 
only an armistice while Germany enjoyed a 
breathing spell in which to create a more 
powerful military machfne than ever before and 
in which to organize all of Europe for the great 
drive for world conquest she would undoubtedly 
launch once again, after a few years of unin- 
terrupted preparation. 

Any promises to the contrary made by the 
German government would be utterly worthless 
and any nation which would accept them at 
face value would be too gullible to deserve 
survival. , 

A similar situation exists as regards Japan. 
Tokyo would like nothing better than to call 
the actual fighting off, today, if she were left 
in possession of the Philippines, Malaya, Thai- 
land, the Dutch East Indies, China. With such 
conquests she would turn every energy to the 
translation of her new resources into the fully 
equipped force of 50,000,000 men—largely 
recruited and trained from among the conquer- 
ed peoples—with which she admittedly plans to 
erush the Occidental world and make the 
Japanese the master race for all the earth. 

A minor tragedy reported in Japanese plans 
for an early peace drive is the fact that she 
is hoping to make use of the world prestige of 
that sincere Japanese Christian, Kagawa, in 
her proposed treacherous peace propaganda. 
Needless to say Kagawa himself would be inno- 
cent of duplicity, would be merely a pitiful 
. dupe and tool of the war lords of Nippon. 

It is well to be advised in advance of any 
such peace moves by either Germany or Japan. 
To believe for one moment, however, that either 
the United States or Britain would listen to 
any such proposals is absurd. 

Neither we nor the British are such arrant 
fools as that. 

Thére will be no peace until the conquerors 
are driven out of the lands they have overrun, 
-until their power as aggressors is completely 
broken and until there is reasonable basis for 
the hope that aggression may be forever out- 
lawed and permanent peace brought to the 
world.

While agents of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation declined comment on their inquiry, it 
is known that for the past several weeks they 
have been delving into the prospect that some 
of the oil, including kerosene, which is usable 
by submarines, may have reached enemy ves- 
sels at sea. 

Theft of the vital fuel oil is bad enough. 
But that some of this “hot” cargo has been

For Safety’s Sake 
- If it is at all possible there should be no 
hesitancy about abandoning Murphy Junior 
High school buildings, and removing the school 
to another, and safer building. 
If for no other reason, such a change will 
remove a constant feeling of anxiety that has 


preyed upon the minds of the parents of Mur-- 


phy High students for many years. That is 
anxiety about the safety of their sons and 
daughters, perforce attending their classes in 
the flimsy wooden: structures, with their long 
connecting corridors and insufficient hallways 
and stairs, constantly exposed to danger if fire 
Should start. 

The burning of Maddox Junior High, similar- 
ly housed in wooden portables, last Sunday, em- 
phasizes. the need for an end to this hazard for 
our children. If the Maddox fire had occurred 
on a weekday, while school was in session, noth- 
ing could have prevented heavy loss of life. 

The wooden portables were never intended 


‘as anything but a temporary arrangement, to 


be discontinued as quickly as permanent school 
buildings could be erected. Yet those portables 
have been in use for 20 years, while city gov- 
ernments have come and gone without provid- 
ing funds for the needed schools, while indif- 
ferent, “slacker” voters have failed, time and 
again, to go to the polls to ratify proposed 
bond issues for the building of the schools. 

Now it is too late to replace the old wooden 
structures. Wartime priorities make it impos- 
sible to secure the needed building material. 

The only thing left to be done is to reassign 
the children in the grammar schools in that 
part of the city, so one grammar school building 
can be used for Murphy Junior High. If this 
can be done, for the sake of the safety of our 
youngsters, let’s do it now.

WASHINGTON PARADE

WILL WE BE BOMBED? WASHINGTON, April 23.—The 


bombing of Tokyo is expected to 
force the Japs to some daring deed of retaliation against our weat 
coast cities, Along the eastern seaboard, too, warnings have been 
sent out for cities to be on the alert against Japanese-inspired 
German attacks. 

But unless the Germans and the Japs have a lot of tricks up 
their sleeves we don't suspect, there isn’t a 
great deal of danger of any of their bombing 
missions proving very successful. The distances 
are too great for anything other than carrier- 
based planes. There isn’t much chance of these 
breaking through the cordon of our coastal 
patrols, 

Without using carriers or submarines, the 
latter of which would be limited to two bomb- 
ing planes at most, about the only way the 
Japs could get to us would be through estab- 
lishing temporary bases in the Canadian wilds. 
We would be certain to ferret them out before 
much damage is done. 

The Germans céuld bomb some of our east- 
ern: cities today, perhaps, if they cared to send 
squadrons of planes which they never expected 
to get back. They have bombers with enough 
range to get here; but not enough, so far as 

| , known to take them back. Our intelligence 

service has information that Hitler is developing long-range air- 
craft with sufficient cruising radius to cross the Atlantic and re- 
turn but we do not understand that they are in production yet. 


DETECTION INSTRUMENTS More than anything else, 
what the Army and Navy is 


relying on to protect us against bombing raids are the scientific 
instruments we have developed, in collaboration with the British, 
for detecting the flight of enemy planes long before they reach our 
shores. Presumably we now have the east and west coasts plas- 


The Roberts report gave an inkling of how effective the in- 
struments are when properly manned. Immediately preceding the 
Pearl Harbor attack, an inexperienced sailor, tinkering with the 
devices, discovered the approach of the Japanese squadrons. The 
difficulty there was that no one would believe him. He caught 
the first sound of the approaching Japs 130 miles from Honolulu. 

The instruments have a radius of well over 200 miles under 
good conditions. That means we are given a 200-mile notice on 
any bombing mission that strikes against our shores, or enough 
time to put our defenders in the air, even though the attackers 
are coming in at 25,000 feet, 


COULDN’H SEND MANY Because of the great distances in- 


volved, neither the Germans nor 
the Japs are in position to send any considerable fleet of bombers 
against us—carrier-based or otherwise. At most, they would be 
expected to come in small squadrons. These are much easier to 
handle by the faster defending pursuit ships which we would send 
up to meet them, 

Even in England, which is close enough to Europe to permit a 
continuous flow of German bombing planes, the air raids have 
virtually stopped for the past nine months because of the elaborate 
system of sound-detecting instruments the British have installed. 
The British know when 
a fleet of enemy planes leaves Europe in their direction, and have 
their fighters in the air ready for them when they arrive. 

Both the British and the Americans have a lot of other in- 
struments in'the same category which cannot be revealed. One of 
them makes it possible to see another plane through the soupiest 
kind of fog for a distance of 20 miles! 


JAPANESE UNWARNED Back of the apparently highly suc- 


cessful bombing expedition we 
sent to Tokyo, Yokohama, Kobe and other Japanese cities, was 
information we developed in the earlier raids against the Mar- 
shall Islands. There we discovered that the Japs evidently haven’t 
any aircraft warning system comparable to ours. We sneaked in 
on them and were dropping bombs on their fortifications and ships 
before they suspected we were within a thousand miles. 

The same thing evidently happened at Tokyo. Judging from 
the radio broadcasts that have gone out on the raid, the Japs were 
taken completely by surprise. They didn’: know we were there 
until the pineapples began to fall.

THE PINCH OF WAR When the war is done, the story of our 
war effort will be found to have been 


so great and vast as to be almost incomprehensible. 

Only the outlines of it may now be seen. 

We are supplying fuel to England and to Russia. We are sup~ 
plying food and materials of war to those same countries. 

We are putting thousands of men in Australia and on other 
fronts not yet announced. 

We literally have become the arsenal of democracy and we just 
as literally have hecome the bread-basket for the world. 

If it were nof for the necessity of supplying our Allies, the 
pinch would not have come so soon to this country, rich in raw 
materials and in skills. 

The war comes down to being a war of machines and of off 
and gasoline. Fuel for the tanks and planes is a major item. 

That some mistakes will be made may be expected. But it is 
the duty of the government to be sure that this country is not 
made to suffer from the unreasoning speed of any agency in charge 
of the rationing of goods. 

It also is unfortunate that there should be so much uncertainty, 
but in any program of size that, too, is inevitable. We heard talk 
of sugar rationing and then talk it might not be necessary. It now 
is coming. Then came the startling announcement that gasoline 
would be rationed severely to five gallons per month. Then came 
the statement by Mr. Ickes that it wouldn’t, with some of his aides 
muttering darkly in the background that Mr. Ickes was wrong. 


ERS How modern war burns up oil can be 
—— illustrated with a few figures. The 


gasoline stoves used for Army cooking require some 720 gallons @ 
day for each 9,000 men. An Army of 3,000,000 would need some 
240,000 gallons daily. 

A 12-ton tank consumes a gallon a mile. A mechanized brigade 
with 112 small tanks and combat cars, plus 615 other motor 
vehicles, will use 100 gallons for every mile traversed. 

A single-engine plane might “cruise” along for an hour on 4§ 
gallons; but twisting and diving and screaming under full power 
the same plane will eat up more than twice as much. 

In a single hour a big bomber flying at top speed can consume 
240 gallons—more than enough to take an automobile from New 
York to California and half-way back again. In a five-hour raid 
600 bombers would use up about 720,000 gallons. | 

A modern air armada, 2,400 bombers and 1,600 fighter planes, 
burns around 500,000 gallons in 60 minutes—enough to run almost

No Fighter Trains for a Big Fight 


If He Expects a Set-up 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


As this is written, the latest papers are on the street with rosy 
headlines and a most encouraging story from Washington. 


The story begins by telling how our flyers triumphed over the 
Japs, knockilng down over 20 bombers while losing only one fighter. 
It is the kind of story people enjoy reading. 

Unfortunately it doesn’t end on a note of triumph. While these 
bombers were being shot down, others in much greater number 
were dropping bombs in a sneak attack like that at Pearl Harbor, 
and their target was a base and supply depot vital to our cause. 

Describing it as a victory was much like reporting a Joe Louis 
fight in this fashion: “Gallant Tommy attacked the champ with 
the ferocity of a wildcat, cutting him down with a merciless left 
and punishing him brutally through six bloody rounds. Then Joe 
knocked him out.” 

What is the good of it? What does Washington hope to accome- 
plish by giving the people sugar-coated facts? ; 

Some weeks ago, official stories cheered us by sneering at the 
Such tiny bullets 
couldn’t stop a real he-man. But later there were casual references 
to the neat holes drilled through steel helmets by these little bullets. 


Then the truth came out. By using .25 caliber rifles and mae 
chineguns, the Japs are able to carry a double quantity of ammuni- 
tion. Their little ammunition has a much higher velocity than ours. 
And a man with a hole through him is a casualty, whether it wag 
done by a .25 or a .30. 


Today’s story from Washington makes an encouraging compart- 
son of tanks. It says the Jap medium tank of 14 tons is no heavier 
than our light tank. That sounds as though we somehow had 2 506 
per cent advantage. But the next paragraph admits as an aftere 
thought that little Jap tanks carry a gun 10mm. larger than ours, 
(Little Jap tanks were built to negotiate sloppy rice fields, which 
the British regarded as barriers. And they did the job, which is 
perfection for any weapon.) 


We have crafty, unscrupulous, superbly equipped and steel- 
tough enemies. Licking them will take all we've got. And we'll 
fail if we kid ourselves about it. 


Washington still seems to lack confidence in the people. FB 
thinks they can’t take it. It thinks they must be soft-soaped, and 
jollied along like children. Only officials are manly enough to face 
the truth,

National War Labor Pol.- 
icy Asked by Rear Ad- 


miral Land. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—(/) 
Rear Admiral Emory S. Land call- 
ed today for the establishment of 
a national war labor policy to end 
the “infernal agitation” he said 
was keeping some of the men who 
build merchant ships from giving 
their level best on the job. 

The chairman of the Maritime 


Commission told the Senate De- 


fense Investigating Committee 
that if troublesome labor questions 
and other impediments to morale 
were cleared away, the ship con- 
struction program could be step- 
ped up 12 1-2 per cent this year 
and 25 per cent next year with 
the same facilities. 

After committee members had 
asked why some yards were lag- 
ging behind schedule, Land de- 
clared: 

“We've got to have a national 
war labor policy. We ought to 
stabilize our labor and manage- 
ment relations so that the men 
won’t be disturbed all the time 
by these questions. 

“If we had a definite program 
it would stop the infernal agita- 
tion that is going around in every- 
body’s head whether they have a 
closed shop, an open shop or some 
other condition.” 

In this connection, he said he 
regarded work slowdowns as a se- 
rious question and was greatly ex- 
ercised by loafing. He indicated 
support of proposals for freezing 
the status of open and closed shops 
but said the question of lengthen- 
ing the work week at regular 
wages from 40 to 48 hours involved 
some economic phases he didn’t 
want to pass upon. 

When Senator Ball, Republican, 
Minnesota, predicted that suspen- 
sion of the requirement for time 
and one-half pay for work in ex- 
cess of 40 hours a week would be 
followed by demands for wage 
increases, Land replied: 

“T believe that labor people are 
so loyal and so patriotic that if 
they were assured that the result- 
ing gains would go into the United 
States Treasury and not into the 
pockets of the shipbuilding firms, 
they would be ready to make such 
sacrifices.”

To Be Limited 
By U. S. Order 


Installation of New Tele- 
phones Will Bo Re- 
stricted Soon. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—(4) 
The government piled up wartime 
restrictions on local and long-dis- 
tance truck deliveries today, made 
it clear it would soon become dif- 
ficult to get new telephones in- 
stalled and reduced the amount of 
elastic fabric used in making cor- 


sets and girdles. 

The Office of Defense Transpor- 
tation ordered all operators of lo- 
cally used trucks, including the 
stores, to discontinue making spe- 
cial deliveries to customers. It also 
forbade “call-backs” on the same 
day when the first call finds the 
customer not at home. 

‘No more than one delivery to a 
single person on one day was the 
rule laid down. At the same time 

“eall-backs” for the purpose of 
making collections were prohib- 


ed. 

The Office of Defense Transpor- 
tation, meanwhile, also laid down 
this rule for trucks operating be- 
tween cities: They must be loaded 
to capacity on the trip out and to 
75 per cent of capacity, at least, 
on the trip back. 

Public trucking companies will 
be required to pool their facilities 
“whenever necessary in order to 
comply, and private and contract 
carriers to revise their shipping 
schedules. 

Deliveries to the armed serv- 
ices, and emergency deliveries 
needed for the protection of pub- 
lic héalth, life and safety were, of 
course, exempted. 

The tire shortage, the gasoline 
scarcity on the east coast, and a 


lack of trucks were, of course, the | 


reasons for these orders. On the 
last point, Joseph B. Eastman, di- 
rector of defense transportation, 
told a congressional committee to- 
day that there was “quite a sup- 
ply of station wagons that might 
be commandeered.” 

Hereafter, only those who are 
engaged directly in war work or 
in public safety activities “can be 
sure of obtaining new telephone 
service,” the War Production 
Board announced. New service 
may be denied to others unless 
“existing exchange lines capacity 
can take care of their needs with- 
out disrupting essential service.” | 

The order on corsets and girdles 
reduced by 50 per cent the amount 
of elastic fabric that may be used 
in each foundation garment. It 
also cut manufacturers’ output by 
25 per cent. The purpose was to 
make existing supplies of elastic 
fabric do for as many garments 
as possible.

forest section, as well as in the 
Cahutta region.

Young Timber Lost. 

Young timber which is greatly 
needed in rebuilding of forests 
after the war period will be a 
total loss as a result of this fire 
season. Shaw said that whole 
series of “sets” would be seen 
from the air. 

Farther east in the Piedmont 
area, Shaw reported, between 20 
and 30 fires were spotted, some 
of which could not be distin- 
guished from others in the same 
area, making an accurate count 
impossible.

This is an almost irreparable loss.

Incendiarism Seen. 

The North Carolina Governor 
said there was “definite évidence” 
incendiarism in the Pisgah 
fires that have destroyed 14,000 
acres of timberland since Sunday. 
He ordered the State Bureau of 
Investigation to send agents to the 
area. 

Broughton directed the mobili- 
zation of one or more state guard 
companies and ordered that. addi- 
tional state highway. patrolmen be 
assigned to the region. He also 
called for use of civil air patrol 


planes to spot new fires and ap- |. 


pealed to CCC and WPA authori- 
ties to send any available men to 
reinforce fire fighting crews.

Kentucky Also Hit. 


Fires continued to rage in 
southeastern Kentucky with some 
5,000 acres, including about 1,000 
in Kentennia State Forest, being 
burned over. 

State Forester Kenneth G. Mc- 
Connell said 48 fires were report- 
ed late today with 531 men com- 
batting 42 of them, including those 
in the 3,600-acre Kentennia forest 
lying in Harlan county. The other 
six fires reported were not on 
state-protected land. 

McConnell said more men were 
needed and that he would ask 
State Defense Director J. J. 
Greenleaf to ask 
councils to give aid. So far all 
fires are under control. 

Weather conditions continued 
bad with fire wardens reporting 
difficulty in locating fires because 
of smoke and low visibility. 

Thousands of acres in Bland and 
Lee counties of Virginia are black- 
ened and Virginia forester, Fred 
Pederson, said a blaze that began 
in the Kimberling creek sector of 
Bland was still raging. 

Power Lines Damaged. 

From southwest Virginia, where 
he was directing fighters, Peder- 
son reported they were having “a 
terrible time” trying to get it un- 
der control. 

Power lines that serve the Bene- 
dict coal mines in the area were 
damaged and reports indicated the 
mines temporarily had suspended 
operations. .

Patents Used To Control 
Vital Metal, He 
Declares. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—(?) 
Thurman Arnold, director of anti- 
trust prosecution for the Justice 
Department, testified today that 
patents were used to create in the 
United States an “absolute monop- 
oly” on production of magnesium, 
a “light metal with many war 
uses.” 

The assistant attorney general 
made this charge before the Sen- 
ate Patents Committee as he re- 
ferred to the recent consent de- 
cree obtained by antitrust prosecu- 
tions involving Alcoa (Aluminum 
Company of America), the Dow 
Chemical Company, and I. G. Far- 
benindustrie, A. G., of Germany. 

“This (magnesium) monopoly 
control began in 1927 and complete 
control was exercised by patents 
until 1941,” Arnold said. He ex- 
plained that patents of the Ameri- 
can and German industries were 
fitted together to obtain control. 

As the hearing opened Chairman 
Bone, Democrat, Washington, call- 
ed attention to a number of full- 
page advertisements in metropoli- 
tan dailies by Carboloy, Inc., and 
General Electric Company, dealing 
with issues raised at the senate in- 
quiry. 

Bone said he wondered “how 
much of this dough” was charged 
to national defense or the public. 
The western senator said it had 
been his experience that ‘‘so-called 
i-stitutional advertising in newspa- 
pers by utilities” actually were 
paid for by the consuming public. 

Senator Lucas, Democrat, IIli- 
nois, said he would like to know 
how much General Electric and its 
subsidiary, Carboloy, spent on 
these advertisements. 

“We'll probably get a flood of 
letters now,” Arnold said for the 
antitrust division. ‘‘The public al- 
ways writes us ‘they must be guil- 
ty or they would not be adver- 
tising.”

CAIRO, * April 23.—(NANA)— 
An intimate picture of General Er- 
win Rommel, commander of the 
Axis forces in Africa, in battle

Senate Passes 


Bill To Curtail 
Profits in War 


Ce ceatnneieenatae teem el 


Legislation Is Attached 
to Measure Providing 
Funds for Army. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—(/) 
Legislation intended to curtail war 
profits won final congressional 
sanction today, but only after nu- 
merous expressions of dissatisfac- 
tion on the senate floor and decla- 
rations that the last word on the 
subject was yet to come, 

Representing a compromise be- 
tween previous house and senate 
actions, the senate sent the limita- 


tion provision along to the White 
House attached to a $19,151,597,- 
000 military appropriations bill, 
providing funds for 31,000 new 
Army planes and equipment for 
3,600,000 soldiers. 

The profits provision would au- 
thorize heads of war agencies to 
renegotiate contracts and subcon- 
tracts above $100,000 if profits 
were considered excessive. 

On the other side of the capitol 
a formula calling for an excess 
profits tax ranging from 60 to 85 
per cent—much higher than recent 
tax recommendations of the 
Treasury—was presented to the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee today by one of its tax experts. 

Before the senate approved the 
$19,000,000,000 arms measure, 
Chairman George, Democrat, of 
Georgia, of the Senate Finance 
Committee, declared the profits 
amendment would “serve certain 
good purposes,” but “does not 
solve the main question of profit 
limitations.” 

At the same time George pro- 
posed a profit limitation program 
which he said congress should 
consider soon in connection with 
the pending tax bill or as sepa- 
rate legislation, contending that 
excess profits taxation alone was 
inadequate to meet the problem. 

He asked that any profit limi- 
tation program be based on these 
principles: 

“All war profits, contracts and 
subcontracts should be included. 

‘““Second, the aggregate profit 
on all war contracts should be lim- 
ited to a fixed percentage of the 
aggregate contract price over the 
period of the war or at least over 
a three-year period. 

“Tentative computation and 
payment of any excess should be 
made at the end of each income 
taxable year ... with a final ad- 
justment at the end of the whole 
war period. 

“The aggregate cost of perform- 
ing such contracts should be the 
cost for income tax purposes plus 
the federal income and excess 
profits taxes. 

“In the case of a _ contractor 
performing non-w-r work as well 
as war contracts the taxable net 
income should be allécated be- 
tween the two... on the basis of 
gross receipts from sales.” 

George saic what the percent- 
age limitation should be would be 
a question for congress to de- 
termine, but he favored a limit of 
not more than 6 and possibly 5 
per cent.

The Chinese garrison forces, 
however, fought a long delaying 
action in the streets, struggling 
hand-to-hand against 10-to-1 odds, 
sajd the communique. Casualties 
were described as heavy on both 
sides. 

The Japanese, continuing to 
rush up well-rested reinforce- 
ments, now are thrusting farther 
north through the great teak for- 
ests between the Nam Pawn and 
Salween rivers. 

A Chinese army spokesman said 
terrific Japanese pressure also 
had forced the Chinese out of 
Pyinmana on the Sittang river 65 
miles northwest of Loikaw and 
less than 150 miles south of Man- 
dalay.

‘Evacuation’ 
Of Jackson 
To Be Sunday 


First Test of Its Kind 
in South Planned 


by O. C. D. 


They may not know it, but the 
good residents of Jackson, down 
in Butts county, are going to 
be “evacuated” Sunday morning. 

The “evacuation,” the first test 
of its kind in the south, will be 
made by a fleet of 170 of the big- 
gest trucks operating on the high- 
way, and it will be witnessed by 
Civilian Defense, state and truck- 
ing company officials, and no 
doubt by many of the “victims” 
who will be awakened by the 
sound of the “evacuation.” 

“It will be a theoretical evacua- 
tion,” Harry L. Spring, chairman 
of the truck transportation di- 
vision.of the OCD said yesterday. 
“The long line of trucks will leave 
Atlanta via Moreland avenue, at 
11:30 o’clock Saturday night, and 
proceed immediately to the 
“stricken” city. Upon arrival in 
Jackson the trucks will scatter 
cut to their particular area, and 
then return empty handed to At- 
lanta.” 

Spring pointed out that the only 
discomfort for residents of Jack- 
son will be the possible loss of 
sleep caused by the noise the vast 
army of vehicles will make as 
they travel through the town. 

“You can’t move that many 
trucks, especially the big onés, 
without making some _ noise,” 
Spring said. 

Plans for the evacuation of any 
stricken area have already been 
worked out, Spring said as he 
pointed out the state has been di- 
vided into 10 districts in case such 
an emergency should arise. 


Price Ceilings 
Are Placed on 
Cotton Goods 


Sheets, Blankets Affect- 
ed; Egg Crates Are : 
Included. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—() 
The government carried its cam- 
paign against rising living costs 
into the closet today by placing 
price ceilings on a long list of 
cotton products including sheets, 
blankets, diapers, towels and 
ginghams., 

In addition, a permanent price 
lid was put on used egg crates, an 
element in the cost of eggs. 

The major order affected prices 
at the manufacturers’ level and, 
in the case of cotton, should bring 
about “considerably lower” prices 
than those prevailing, OPA said. 

The cotton products action, sup- 
plementing seven existing price 
orders on cotton yarns and goods, | 
brought virtually every product 
of the cotton textiles industry 
under price control, Price Ad- 
ministrator Leon Henderson said. 

It is effective May 4 and bases. 
prices on the levels prevailing | 
July 21 to August 15, 1941. The’ 
ceiling is a flexible one, designed 
to let prices fluctuate with raw 
cotton quotations. 

Additional finished articles af- 
fected include bedspreads, table- 
cloths, napkins, corduroys, flan- 
nels, cottonades and chambrays, 
and among the unfinished goods 
covered are shirting, sateens,

SCHOOL TRUSTEES. 
EATONTON, Ga., April 23.—E. 
V. Knight and Owen E. Edwards

Foundation Purposes. 

The purposes of the Foundation 
are (1) to develop and apply the 
science of nutrition, in its funda- 
mental conception and practical 
Significance as a basic science of 
public health, (2) to aid the food 
industry in appropriately solving 
its general and individual prob- 
lems relating to science and (3) to 
do so by lawful and effective 
means, as a public institution on- 
erated on a nonprofit basis and 
dedicated to improve the food and 
diet and thus to better the health 
of the people. 

Its program, Callaway said, in- 
cludes research projects which 
have immediate bearing upon the 
War emergency, both for the 
armed forces and civilians, such 
work that has long-range value in 
basic information, studies which 
have a direct bearing on public 
health and assistance in bridging 
gaps between research findings 
and the channels through which 
the information may become ef- 
fective. 

Grants-in-Aid. 


Grants-in-aid will be made to 
establish research institutions upon 
recommendation of the scientific 
advisory committee and the board 
of trustees, Callaway said. He 
added the grants may be applied 
for through the executive offices 
of the Foundation in the Chrysler 
building, New York. 

Members of the board of trus- 
tees who have been designated as 
representatives of the public in- 
clude: 

Karl T. Compton, chairman of 
the board, who is president of 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech-

Scientific Committee. 


The Scientific Advisory Com- 
mittee is made up of prominent 
men and women in universities 
and colleges and private labora- 
tories throughout the nation.

Altrusa Representative Here 
To Co-ordinate Club’s Service 


By ANNIE LOU HARDY. 
Five days after President Wood- 
row Wilson declared the entrance 
of these United States into World 


War No. 1 in 1917, the first or- 
ganization of American business- 
women was formed. It became 
known as the Altrusa Club, and its 
sole purpose was to organize 
women for help in a national 
emergency. 

Yesterday Mrs. Elizabeth Walker 
Phelps, of Dallas, Texas, inter- 
national representative of Altrusa, 
was in the city to assist in the 
co-ordination of Altrusa service 
with America’s victory program in 
World War No. 2. Since its organ- 
ization twenty-five years ago this 
month, her club has grown to in- 
clude 190 units, with a member- 
ship nearing six thousand, so its 
influence is not only powerful but 
far-reaching. 

“Altrusa’s main concern in the 
present emergency is vocational 
guidance for younger women, 
though it sponsors blood banks, 
ambulance corps, riflery and other 
branches of service,” said Mrs. 
Phelps. The efforts of the local 
club will concentrate upon the 
proper preparation of women for 
service in Atlanta’s new bomber 


plant now under construction, for, 
according to the international rep- 
resentative, the plant will employ 
close to 10,000 women, not only in 
office work, but also in such tasks 
as mechanics, riveting, and on the 
assembly line. It will be Altrusa’s 
job, she explained, to prepare 
these women, most of whom will 
be young, for the contacts they 
will make, and for the responsi- 
bility that will rest upon their 
slender shoulders. To this end, 
club members will lecture to the 
future employes. 

All such service is, of. course, 
tied in with civilian defense—in 
fact, the purpose of Mrs. Phelps’ 
tour of Altrusa Clubs throughout 
the United States is to make sure 
that their efforts are co-ordinated 
properly with the program set 
forth under government regula- 
tion. She is also an organizer for 
Altrusa, and has founded five new 
— - since Pearl Harbor.

by invitation only, is made up of 
one representative from each clas- 
sification of business, educational 
and professional women, and is 
limited strictly to executives. It 
functions chiefly as a “builder of 
women.”

Where survival of the fittest is the chief law of nature.

I’ve been there with Jack 
Lamb, with all the comforts 
.of home and a fireside chat. 
I’ve seen the streams teem- 
ing with fish, the great 
Macumber, rivers of ‘ice and 
magic scenes of beauty of 
unrivaled description ... 
all with none of the discom- JACK LAMB. 
forts of below-zero weather and the hardship of walking 
and riding horseback 1,200 miles across the wastelands. 
Lamb traveled in places where no man had been since the 
dawn of history. 

Four years ago Jack Lamb gave the only private show- 
ing of his career—up to that point. It was in an Athletic 
Club room. Present were Mrs. Lamb and the writer. 
Wednesday night Lamb gave his second private showing, 
also at the Athletic Club. There were half a dozen of us 
there, including Gulf Oil’s Walter T. Etzel, to marvel at

Lamb, a Texan who looks enough like the late Will 
Rogers to be his twin, often has been called the champion 
fisherman of the world, and he deserves another title, too.

salmon return four 
years after birth—where they’ve been no one knows—and 
in fighting upstream, bucking the foaming rapids and the 
swirling pools, all odds are against them. 

There are, first, the salmon fishermen. They can make 
as much as $1,000 a day apiece fishing for the canneries. 
But they can’t deplete the great runs. Millions fight on 
toward the fresh water streams, where the great grizzlies 
and Kodiak bears wait along the banks to catch them in 
their teeth. 

A transformation takes place in the salmon as 
they leave salt water. They grow long, jagged teeth 

to help them in their struggle upstream. They leap 

and grab bits of grass to help keep them going for- 

ward against the cold, onrushing water. 

In spite of canneries, bears and the battering ordeal of 
fighting against the current of the rock-filled streams, the 
salmon eventually reach their spawning grounds, the place 
of their birth just four years before, and here they scoop 
out places in the shallows and deposit the eggs. 

Ironically, they have been followed on the long, wearing 
journey by Dolly Varden trout, which eat the eggs unless 
they are well covered. 

Now the salmon enter on the final phase of their 
existence. The camera follows them as they begin to die.
